the battleship; Captain Wrtmz, chief 
of staff of th«* Medib rranean squad­ 
ron, and from s«*v* nty to eighty blue­ 
jackets are dead, while Rear Admiral 
Manceron and hundr«*ds of oth«*r men 
are suffering from injuri«*s, some of 
th«*rn horrible in th«*ir extent. 
Naval 
circles are aghast and the public is 
stunned by th«» appalling catastrophe 
coming so soon after the loss of the 
French submarin«* Lutin, in which six­ 
teen m«*n met d«*ath. 
The entire after part of the Iena , 
Mas b lo w n to pieces 
The bodl«*s of 
the victims Mere hurled through the 
air by a succession of explosions, and 
panic-stricken Mrorkm«*n at the ars«*nal 
fl«*d from the vicinity of the drydock 
for th«*ir lives, 
Scores of those on 
board the Iena jumped overboard on 
the stone quay's and Busiain«*d serious 
injuries. 
Tin* primary cause of the a c c i d e n t 
was the explosion of a torp«*do. 
W hat 
cans«*«! 
t h e explosion is not knoMn, 
but the powder magazines of the Iena 
were set on fire and their contents In j 
exploding practically destroyed what i 
was considered one of the best vessels 
in the French navy. 
Th«* I**na had 
Just undergone a final inspection of 
her hull and machinery, the latter 
having 
been 
completely 
overhauled j 
preparatory to joining the squadron 
today. 
The crew 
was 
In 
its 
full 
strength, being composed of the rear 
admiral, twenty-four other officers and 
630 men. 
The magazines had been 
replenished 
recently 
and 
contained 
many 
tons of both smokeless and 
black powder powder, as well as a 
number of charges for torpedoes. 
The explosion came without warn­ 
ing. 
The first shock was extremely 
violent and shook the vessel fore and 
aft. 
It was followed instantly by 
other shocks. 
The crew was thrown 
into a condition of panic. 
They rush­ 
ed wildly about the deck, 
The men 
forward clambered over the bulM/irks 
and jumped down, some to th** d«*<*k 
and others to the stone quay, many 
sustaining fatal injuries. 
Th** hundreds of men below ih*«*ks 
were in a fearful position. 
They were 
enshrouded in smoke, and while they 
groped their way toward the exits 
they became the prey of suffocating 
fumes which cause«! many of them to 
fall unconscious. 
In the meantime the detonations 
had beeom«* more fre«pi«*nt and th«* 
entire after part of the ship, which 
was virtually blown to pi«»ees, caught 
tire. 
Sh*• 11 s and charg« s of explosives 
In the magazines continued to explode 
and masses of metal were hurled into 
the air to fall everywhere about tho 
decks and the arsenal.

that for thirty minutes the authorities 
were unable to discover the keys with 
which to open th** locks to flood the 
drydock and submerge the ship, but 
when they did finally open the lock 
tin* wat«*rs rush«*«! in and the explo­ 
sion cam«* to an end 
Then amidst 
masses of the dense smok<* the search 
for the dead and wounded was com­ 
menced. 
The lower decks were litter­ 
ed with the fragments of shattered 
and torn bodies, whib* the surround­

It Mill be impossible to 
ascertain tin* <*xa<*t number of killed 
and wounded until a roll-call Is held,
